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ABSTRACT 

In the Spring of 1969, the Illinois General Assembly 
enacted the "Health Services Education Grants Act" providing for 
allocations to private institutions for increasing enrollments in 
medical, dental, nursing, and allied health education programs. This 
report provides a summary of the dollars appropriated to the Board of 
Higher Education for the implementation of this Act during Fiscal 
Years 1970, 1971, and 1972, and details the Board of Higher 
Education's Fiscal 1973 recommendations. (Author) 
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In June, 1968, the Board of Higher Education adopted the report, 
"Education in the Health Fields for the State of Illinois. " In 
July, 1969, the Board appointed an advisory body, the Health Education 
Commission, to assist the Board in initiating the plaft outlined in 
the report. 

In the Spring, 1969, the Illinois General Assembly enacted the 
"Health Services Education Grants Act" providing for allocations to 
. private institutions for increasing enrollments in medical, dental, 
nursing, and allied health education programs. This report provides 
a summary of the dollars appropriated to the Board of Higher Education 
for the implementation of this Act during Fiscal Years 1970, 1971, and 
1972 and details the Board of Higher Education's Fiscal 1973 recommen- 
dation. 

PRIVATE HEALTH EDUCATION PROGRAMS; 

Medical Education. 

• A total of $6,253,006 for operating expenses and a total 

of $16,298,320 for capital purposes have been allocated .id 
private medical education programs. (See Table I.) The 
allocations are based on formulas in the Board's report 
relating to operating expenses which provide for $6,000 
per increased Illinois resident student and $1,000 per 
Illinois resident student. In addition, a one-time capital 
grant is provided. The capital grant is based on a formula 
which provides for $50,000 per increased Illinois resident 
student for the first 20 students and $20,000 per increased 
Illinois resident student thereafter. 
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The private medical schools will have a net Illinois 
resident student increase of 429 in academic year 1972-73 
over academic year 1967-68. By academic year 1975-76 the 
net Illinois resident student increase will have grown to 
865, which is a 138 percent increase. (See Table II.) 

Through State support of a portion of the costs re- 
lated to increasing enrollments and the commitment made 
by the institutions, the goal established in the Board's 
report will be reached. The recommendation said that, 

"The annual number of graduates from private medical 
schools be increased by at least 150 by the year 1978."^ 

Dental Education. 

A total of $1,353,000 for operating expenses and a 
total of $1,433,800 for capital purposes have been alio- 

M 

cated to private dental education programs. (See Table I.) 
The allocations are based on formulas in the Board's report 
relating to operating expenses which provide for $3,000 
per increased Illinois resident student and $1,000 per 
Illinois resident student. In addition, a one-time 
capital grant is provided. The capital grant is based 
on a formula which provides for $10,000 per increased 
Illinois resident student.

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The private dental schools will have a net Illinois 

resident student increase of 138 in academic year 1972-73 

over academic year 1967-68. By academic year 1975-76 the 

net Illinois resident student increase will have grown to 

164, which is a 63 percent increase. (See Table II.) 

The projected increases through academic year 1975-76 

appear to be adequate for the goal outlined in the report 

to be reached. The recommendation said that, "The annual 

number of students from the private dental schools be

increased at least by 50 by the year 1980." 

Nursing Education. 

A total of $1,127,409 in operating funds and $398,669 
in capital funds have been awarded to private nursing edu- 
cation programs during fiscal years 1970, 1971, and 1972.

(See Tables I and III.) The awards are made annually based 
on project grant requests related to increased enrollments. 
In the past three years, 28 different institutions have 
received awards. The awards made have been in support of 
a total of 1063 increased student years during the three- 
year period. (See Table IV.) (A student year refers to 
the cumulative increased student enrollment supported at 
each institution.)

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Of the total $1,526,078 awarded to nursing programs, 
diploma nursing programs have been awarded $818,304, 

53,6 percent; bacca laureate degree programs have been 
awarded $619,674, 40.6 percent; and master's degree 
programs have been awarded $88,100, 5.8 percent. 

Allied Health Education. 

During fiscal years 1970, 1971, and 1972, a total 
of $1,226,935 in operating funds and $365,665 in capital 
funds have been awarded to a variety of allied health 
education programs. (See Tables I and 5V .) Programs which 
have received awards include such areas as; medical tech- 
nology, radiology technology, inhalation therapy, physical 
therapy, and dental auxiliaries. 

The awards are made annually based on project grant 
requests related to increased enrollments. In the pact 
three years 20 different institutions, offering a total 
of 34 different allied health programs, have received 
awards. The awards have been in support of a total of 
571 increased student years. (See Table VI.) 

Internship/Residency Programs. 

The $500,000 available for allocation to private 
clinical programs in fiscal year 1972 has not been allo- 
cated as of the date of this report. (See Table I.) 

The allocation of available funds prior to the close of 
the fiscal year will be based on institutional commitments 
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to increased capacities. The Board's report indicates 
that a formula guideline of $2,500 in operating and 
$2,500 in capital be usod in making allocations for 
increased enrollments in internship and residency 
programs . 

Information system Development. 

Analysis of alternative policies for health educa- 
tion requires extensive reference to many types of data. 
Appropriate data have been collected and organized into 
an information system to support health education planning. 
In fiscal year 1971, an amount of $353,000 was expended 
for a study done by the Rand Corporation for the Board 
of Higher Education's Health Education Commission, This 
study outlined the essential elements of an information 
system to support health education planning and collected 
’ data which would be required initially. 

Since the conclusion of the Rand project, additional 
work has been done, both in system design and data collec- 
tion. Presently, the Board of Higher Education has avail- 
able computerized data files dealing with health manpower 
and health education programs in Illinois. The manpower 
file presently contains data describing location, age, 
type of practice, professional specialty, etc. of medical 
doctors and nurses practicing in Illinois. This file is 
now being expanded to include data on pharmacists and 
dentists. In the not too distant future, data on several 
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of the allied health occupations will be included in the 
system. Health education programs in Illinois have been 
surveyed and survey data have been organized into a 
computerized directory describing location, enrollments, 
affiliations, faculty, etc. of each health education 
program in Illinois. All health** re la ted data are stored 
in a computer system that allows real-time, remote access; 
and great flexibility in design of output formats. 

Fiscal Year 1973 Private Health Education Requests, 

The Board of Higher Education has recommended a 

total Iv.aget for private health education programs in 

fiscal year 1973 of $7.8 million. (See Table VII.) The 

dollars requested provide for the following: (1) the 

continuation of operating and stabilization formula

allocations to medical and dental programs based on 
enrollment increases in academic year 1972-73; (2) the 
allocation of $1.5 million for capital purposes in 
medical and dental programs; (3) the continuation of 
nursing and allied health operating grants; and (4) the 
continuation of allocations to Internship and residency 
programs .
